_ The Northwestern Freedmen’s Aid Commis- 
| sion, located in this city, has just been launched. 
Tis is an independent orgamzation. It is a 
unton @f all evangelical denominations. ‘The 
Freedmen’s Commission, at Cincinnati, has agreed 
to relinquish this field. The Northwesters 
Freedmen’s Aid Committee has been merged ia 
the new commission, the members of which are 
as follows: Rev. J. . Shipherd, Prof. Joseph ia- 
yen, Congregational ; Revs. E. A. Pierce aad R. 
W. Patterson, N.-S. Pres.: Rey. J P. Stewart and 
Col. R. B. Meson, O.-S. Pres. ; Rev. Robert Pat- 
terson, Ref. Pres. ; Rev. N. D. Williamson, Ref. 
Dutch; Rev. W. C. Jackson, United Pres.; Reva. 
N. D. Colver and J. C. Burroughs, Baptist ; Rev. 
H. N. Bishop and Hon. J. M. Wilson, Episeopal ; 
Revs. T. M. Eddy and C. Ht. Fowler and J. V. 
Farwell, Esq., Methodist ; and H. J. Muhike. 
Eeq., Lutheran. The object of this commission is 
© minister to the physical necessities of tha 
Freedmen and to send them Christian teachers, 
but not to send preachers or to organize churches. 
This work is left to the regular missionery so- 
cieties, which will find a necessary preparative 
in the serviee of the commissions. The Ameri- 
can Missionary Association, whose whole history 
-has beex identified with missions for the African 
race, while it relingwishes its committee as above, 
will still continue :o proeecute its accustomed 
work in this field, and will keep an agent on the 
ground as heretoiore.

The officers of the now com- 
mission have not yet been appoinied; but until 
they are announced, money can be seni as before, 
to J. V. Farwell, Esq., and commun’cations to 
Rev. C. H. Fowler. 
The let Colored Regiment of Lilinois is now 
being recruiied under Col. John A. Bross, who 
has been commissioned for this purpose. Col. 
Bross was a lawyer o/ this city, a Chrisiiaa gen 
tlemez, who went oui as a captain in the 88th 
IL.., (2d Board ef Trade,) and has proved himself, 
as at Chickamauga and elsewhero, a brave com- 
mander, and an officer who takes good care of his 
men, end who will insist upon having qualified 
sand sympathetic subordinate officers in the regi- 
ment. A good deal of progress has been ade in 
the maiter of enlistments. By delay in the move- 
ment in Illinois, some seven hundred colored re- 
eruits have already gone off to other states. But 
still there area erough lef: to A!l up this first regi- 
ment, and more. 
Colored men of Illinois, Americans—falsely 
called Afgieaus—while the physiez] bravery of 
your >rothers in arms has become the admiration 


of a legably threatened penalty, with the alterna- 
tive of being sold into bondage ; you have been 
made the subject of a social proscription that has 
shut you out of all but menial occupations ; you 
know that hese laws and this diabolical preju- 
dice yet remain in force. And then, when the 
Government has come te its senses, and 
calis on you for help, you find a dic- 
crimination meade at which your better 
nature revolis—no bounty and only haif-pay — 
while you know that your men are as good sol- 
diers as white onez ; you know that any such dis- 
tinction made against Germans, or Irishmen, or 
Yarkees, would keep them out of the army. And 
yet there is a motive that should lift you above 
ail this injustice and hatred. Now is the-time to 
show your manhoved. It has been the denial of 
this by the dominant race that has loaded you 
down With wrongs. Prove now that you are 
men, that }ou possess those noblest elements of 
humanity—exalted aspiration end the spirit of self- 
sacrifice in the attainment of liberty and the pub- 
lie weal. Forthis your anti-s:lvery friends have 
contended through yearsof obloquy. Your race, 
now struggling up into its place among the nations, 
has thrust you forward to the Thermopyla of its 
advancement. Many generations of your sires, 
who have gone down under the burning stigma 
of chattels, now call upon you to redeem their 
memory from this horrid imposition. The first 
great occasion has come. it may seon pass. 
Nothing will so soon redeem your position among 
mankind as courage in the ordeal of war aud_in 
the exercise of thoze high moral qualities that 
shall enable you to rise above your wrongs and 
make you the world’s heroes.

Tnx holidays are very welcome to the soldiers in 
our hospitals, if to nobedy else. The honorable mem- 
bers of Congress seem to prize them too, if we may 
judge of the manner in which they improve them. 
All Congress is at home with its wife and children! 
One can stand upon the avenue now for an hour 
without meeting with a Senator or Representative. 
Somebody told a story in the Senate last winter of 
a pedestrian who threw a stone at a dog upon 
Pennsylvania avenue, the result being that the dog 
was unharmed and six brigadier-generals were 
wounded. When Congress is in session “honora- 
bles” are about as thick on the avenue as briga- 
diets used to be in the earlier stages of the war.

GEN. AVERILL’S RAID. 
Axother dashing aud successful raid has been made 
upon the rebel communications, under that bold and 
shrewd leader, Gen. Averill, in Westera Virginia. 
The expedition was aimed at the Virginia and East 
Tenn. Railroad; it struck that road at Salem, Va., 
Dec. 16. Six hours were spent in heating and bend- 
ing rails, and five bridges besides culverts were de- 
stroyed in a space of 15 miles; halfa mile of tele- 
graph wire was cut and burned; three depots of 
supplies were destroyed, with 2,000 barrels flour, 
10,000 bushels wheat, 100,000 bushels shelled 
corn, and great quantities of other food, leather, har- 
ness, «quipments, tools, stores, and transportation. 
While the expedition was advancing, the rebels were 
kept deceived by various skillful feints and marches ; 
when it turned to come back, six bodies ot rebels, in 
a row, hed seized the practicable roads, and were 
wuiiing to capture the raiders. Oapturing some in- 
formation about their position, Geo. Averill chose a 
place so bresk through, threatened one of their com- 
manders, then hurried off to another, ran the rebel 
guard’ so quickly off two bridges over Jackson’s 
River that they could not bura them, and then Aver- 
ills whole command and trains, occupying four 
miles, pushed over the bridges. Then the enemy 
concentrated again before him, holding all the roads. 
over the Alleghanies bu! one, thought impassable. 
Averill crossed by this one and escaped. His whole 
loss wes 6 drowned, 1 officer aad 4 men wounded, 
ard 4 officers ard $0 men missing ; end he took some 
2¢0 prisoners; bringing in 120, all who could walk, 
aleo 150 horses. The marching was terribly severe, 
over @ very poor country, rugged mountains, nd 
over snow aa ice, and through night and tempests. 
Gen. Averill ends his report, dated Dec. 21, with the 
following curt sentence : “My command has smuarch- 
ed, climbed, slid, and swam 356 miles since the 8th 
inst ”

TREASURY DECISIONS. 


_Tax Secretary of the Treasury has found it 
mecertsary to issue another circular addressed to 
Callectors of Customs, defining the meaning of 
eertain provisions of the Tariff act of July, 1862. 
The frequency of there circulars in relation to 
that act are sufficient evidence of its ambiguity, 
contradictions, and general lack of clearness and 
eorrect principles, and should be suflicient reason 
for its amendment by the present Congress. The 
eireular contains seven decisions by the Treasury 
Departmept on appeals from importers against the 
Collectors of Pembina, Min., Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, Baliimore, and New York; five of the 
decisions of the Collectors are sustained, and two 
overruled in favor of the imporiers. There are 
but two of any special impertance to the mercan-— 
tile community ; the others being exceptional 
eases, and not likely often to occur. The Secre- 
dary of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company hav- 
. ing appealed against the charge of thirty-five per 
eent. duty on “steel railway bars,” claiming tha; 
they should be classed among “ manufactures of 
steel not otherwise provided for,” which pay a 
duty of but twenty-five per cent., the Department 
decides that the decision of Collector Thomas in 
levying thirty-five per cent. was correct, 

Mr. I. Devine of New York appealed against a 
decision of Collector Barney charging thirty-five 
per cent. ad val. and eighteen cents 2 pound on 
“ gray flannel of English manufacture intended 
fo be used for army shirting.” The importer 
claimed that it should pay but thirty-five per cent., 
the flannel duty, but the Department sustains the 
Collector, and decides that the material is not 
properly flannel, but cloth composed of woolen 
and worsted. 





5-20 YEAR U.S. BONDS. 


_ Aureavy this week there has been a better supply 
of 5-20 year U.S. bonds. ‘Ihe Secretary of the Trea- 
sury is now enabled to supply the demand immedi- 
ately ; but until Monday of last week the subscrip- 
fons made in October had not been supplied. The 


delay arose out of the preparations necessary for the 


fourth scries of these bonds. Those preparations 


are now completed. Four hundred million dollars 
of these bonds have been subscribed for, in all, and 
only about 70 millions remain, which it will not take a 
long while to dispose of at the present rate of daily 
subscriptions ; and when these are gone, no other 
donds are likely to be issued, the interest and prin-, 


@ipal of which are payable in gold. 





MONEY MARKET. 


The stock market opens for the curredit week 
with more buoyancy. Speculators are confident ef a 
éoming advance. Governments are very firm. 
There is 2 scarcity of legil-tender notes much felt 
in money circles. The banks are short of them. It 
is even proposed that Congress should make the notes 
of good banks in good credit reccivable for subscrip- 
tion to stocks. . 
_ The bank returns for last week show a large de- 
creaze in deposits and loans—namely :

The banks still persist in not reporting their assets 

in legal-tender notes. which is quite as important as 
specie, to show their immediate resources.

The sales of the 5 20 year bonds are paid in green- 
backs, and the constant demand for theses boods keeps 
up a steady process of absorption of the greenbacks,

DEY GOODS. 


Tx. fore part of the week has been active for the 
season considering the smaliness of the s‘ock of 
goo’s. All through the states there is a scarcity of 
goods, and stocks have continually to be replaced 

There will be no temporary cessation of business, as 
is usual in the winter months. The new year prom- 
ises to open well. Consumers seem enabled to buy 
largely. Money is well distributed. Jobbers are 
buying more freely of all staple goods than they did 
a week ago, and prices have an upward tendency. 
Bleached and brown shirtings and sheeting of good 
and medium grades are active and prices firm. Drills 
are hardly so active. There is more inquiry for 
prints, spring as well as winter styles, and prices are 
looking up. Stripes have advanced. Denims are 
active. Ginghams quiet. Printing cloths have ad- 
vanced, and the production is immediately taken up, 
so that there is no accumulation of stock. The 


Delaines have been closely sold, and there is a 
good demand and prices steady. Fancy casasimeres 
of the heavy fall kind still sell readily, but the chief 
inquiry is for spring styles The desirable kinds are 
readily taken on arrival. Other kirds are dull. 
There is a large and varied assortment of spring 
goods. Satinets are dull and heavy, with a large 
stock. Broadcloths are also inactive. Shawls are 
in moderate demand, even of heavy goods; spring 
styles are coming forward. 

Foreign goods are quiet; few are offered. The 
elothiers are buying woolens. Atter New Year’s the 
importers of British dress goods will make a display. 
Since the scarcity of cotton we have imported more 
worsted and leas cotton fabrics, as is shown in the 
following extract from Du Fay’s Monthly Report, 
published at Manchester. The exports for ten 
menths of this year to this country are thus stated:
